WHO'S JITTERY NOW? 
Another vaunted "secret weapon" of the Nazis has 
been .turned against them and, as usual, with im­ 
provements. 
Hitler’s war of nerve* was as effective as his luft- 
waf|e, his blitzkrieg and hi* U-boat in his early con­ 
quests.: It was part of hi* strategy to shatter the 
morale of his victims and then attack. 
The United Natiens have hit German nerves some 
deadly blows. 
It generally was possible to foretell 
reasonably well where Hitler might move. 
Now the 
Germans know that the allies are poised for attack 
but it may come at a dozen places all the way from 
the Balknns to Norway. 
Added to the devastating effect of day and night 
bombings on the German morale, the certainty of in­ 
vasion without knowing where it will come is a strain 
on the enemy nerves that will show its effect when 
Invasion hour comes 
Today’s military leader must be a psychologist as 
well as a strategist. Gen. Eisenhower is in the position 
of a coach who has a good team and so many plays 
up his sleeves that the opposition must spread out 
thirf all over the field.
